Progress with the prospect of a new 
Publie Sehool in Stirling in 1951 


should tend to increase the interest of 
all citizens in the educational changes 
that have taken place here during the 
past 115 years. 

It is a matter of consequence that 
Village fires have been declared the 
destroyers of many fine public records 
It is hoped that public vaults are now 
the depositories of books and papers 
of historic interest. 

A school minute book for the years 
1901 to 1913 is kept in the High 
School. (Some gleamings from its 
records indicate the march of time. 

In those days both High and Public 
Schools were administered by the 
Stirling Board of Education. 

In 1901 a Public School Teacher was 
engaged at a salary of $275.00 per 
year, by 1913 the yearly rate had in- 
creased to $550.00, with $1000.00 a 
year for the Principal. 

In 1904 High School Teachers were 
required to publish monthly reports of 
examinations, In January, 1908, per- 
mission was sought and obtained to 
establish a Cadet Corps at the Stirling 
High School. This evidently flourish- 
ed for some years. 


I April, 1908, both schools were in- 
structed to institute fire drills. In No- 
vember 1908 the Board offered a re- 
ward of $10.00 for the apprehension of

REQUIRE CARE

How are those potted plants you re- 
getting along? They will last longer 


given lots of sunlight; if the air is 
kept cool and moist; if the soil is never 
allowed to dry out; if they are kept out 
of draughts and if insects are kept 
under control, caution horticultural ex- 
perts at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. 

In most houses the temperature, par- 
ticularly at night is ‘generally too 
warm for plants. Night temperatures 
should be 60 degrees or lower, so it is 
worth moving a plant to the coolest 
room in the house at night. An ex- 
ception to this is the poinsettia which 
jlikes warm nights — never below 60, 
and does not relish sudden changes of 
temperatures. 

That other Christmas favourite, the 


cyclamen, in addition to needing cool}, 


nights, likes plenty of humidity — lots 
more than is found in the average 
home. This can be provided by stand- 
ing the flower pot on a saucer of gray- 
el (or small stones) which is kept 
moist at all times. But don’t let’the 
pot itself stand in water. r 

A plant needs water when the soil 
has dried out so that it crumbles in 
the hand. Most plants are best water- 
ed by standing the pot in a pan or 
saucer containing an inch or two of 
water. The pot should be removed 
when the surface of the soil appears 
moist. Be careful not to leave plants 
in a draught, and remember if you use 
cooking gas, plants are most suscepti- 
ble to any unburned gas that escapes 
into the air. It will cause both flow- 
ers and leaves to drop off.

DEFOLIANTS FOR 
FIELD BEANS 


The use of chemicals for removing 
cotton leaves just before harvest time 
has done much to advance the mechan- 
ized harvest of cotton in recent years. 
The same idea has possibilities in the 
harvesting of field beans, particularly 
where the use of the combine harvest- 
er is a common practice. 

Shedding leaves is part of the natur- 
al life cycle of plants. A weakness de- 
velops at the juncture of the leaf stem 


and the’plant stalk. allowing the leaf 
to fall with a.clean. smooth break. This 
oceurs at the end of the growing sea- 
son after the seed. or fruit is fully 
grown such as drought, frost, or in- 
sect injury. On the other hand. condli- 
tions of ample moisture or fertility 
may prolong vegetative growth. Leaf 
defoliants react in much the same way 
as a light frost. The leaf cell structure | 
is shocked, producing a degree of in-} 
jury comparable to its rate of applica- 
tion. The process of ripening in its 
later stages is essentially a loss of 
moisture, This is hastened by dropping} 
the leaves and so allowing the sun to| 
reach the whole plant. 
| Several advantages would appear to} 
arise from the adoption of this} 
practice. Experiments conducted by 


the Cereal Division at the Central Ex- 
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perimental Farm, Ottawa, have shown 
that maturity in field beans can be 
hastened by a week or possibly more. 


This would be distinct advantage in 


fields where there are low spots with 
retarded maturity, It could be an ad- 
vantage where it is desirable to 


handle a crop before bad weather sets 
in, since quality in field beans is es- 
sential and weather damage can be 
considerable, The chemical will not 
only dry up the bean leaves, it will 
also take the leaves off weeds in the 
crop, dry them up, and allow earlier 
combining. It may also be an advant- 
age in controlling second growth, In 
Some seasons with prolonged wet 
weather in late August and September. 
great difficulty in harvesting and loss 
in quality is caused by second growth, 


As with a lot of good ideas. there] 


are drawbacks, says Dr. W. G. Mc- 
Gregor of the Cereal Division. Pxperi- 
ments have shown that there is likely 
to be a loss in yield and when applica- 
tions are made as long as three weeks 
before maturity, this loss can be con- 
siderable.

Widespread use of defoliants for 
field beans cannot be recommended un- 
til more tests are made to determine 
the time and rate of application, and 
the results expected.

CREATION OF NEW SPECIES 
OF FORAGE CROPS 


Colchicine, a drug obtained from the 
seeds of meadow saffron, is proving a 
valuable substance to the plant breed- 
er in creating new species and new 
varieties. By applying a weak, aque- 
ous solution of the drug to eermina- 
ting seeds or the growing tissue of 


plants the internal structure of the} 
plant cells becomes altered. All suc- 


ceeding cells that arise from these 
treated cells are also altered. This 
can lead to the creation of new plant 
forms that differ strikingly from the 
original plants. In many cases the 
new plant forms are greatly increased 
in size and may show changes in the 
chemical constitution. On the other 
hand there may be a reduction in fer- 
tility, which, if serious, rules out the 
possibility of the economic use of such 
plant forms.

A three-story mill and warehouse 
owned by Craig Beattie were destroy- 
ed by fire at Campbellford early Sun- 
day afternoon.

Hastings Co Holstein 
Breeders’ Club Meet 
At Stirling 


The annual meeting of the 


Hastings 
County Holstein Breeders’ Club was 
held at the Community Hall, Stirling, 
on Wednesday, January 10th, with 
over fifty members turning out for the 
all day session. “Lunch was served at 
the hall for/ members attending the 
morning session. 

Guest speaker for the meeting was 
J. A, Dalrymple, Animal Husbandry 
Specialist and Farm Manager at the 
Kemptville Agricultural School. He 
spoke on the importance of good hay 
and pasture, and exhibited samples of 
hay shown at the Eastern Ontario 
Grassland Day in Central and Wastern 
Ontario and were all cut by the 23rd 
of June and were otherwise harvested 
correctly, but with different grass mix: 
tures the samples ranged from ap- 
proximately seven to eighteen percent 
in protein content. Mr. Dalrymple 
emphasized the importance of growing 
calves young — under ten months — 
and the importance of proper feeding. 

Dr. M. McLean, V.S., Manager of the 
Quinte District Cattle Breeding As- 
sociation Insemination Unit at Belle- 
ville, recounted progress of the Unit 
since its inauguration. Membership of 
the Unit had increased during the year 
with approximately 12,500 cows being 
bred, an increase of about 2,500 over 
the previous year. One new bull had 
been purchased by the Unit, bringing 
the number of bulls to 15. 

Other speakers at the meeting in- 
cluded Roy Ormiston, Holstein Wield- 
man, who reviewed the work of the As- 
sociation in the County last year; Jim 
Brown, Newcastle, Provincial District 
Director, who summarized the work of 
the provincial organization and work 
planned for the future, and John 
Tamblyn, Orono, Holstein Salesman. 

Mr. Tamblyn has sold more than one 
million dollars worth of cattle from the 
four counties of Hastings, Northumber- 
jand, Peterborough, and Durham. One 
percent of the sales total is turned 
oyer to the Holstein Association which 
derives its funds from this source. —

Wanted — New Markets 

Canada has always had surplus 
foods to export, about 25 per cent 
yearly on the average. During the last 
war our export trade rose to new 
heights and since that time has drop- 
ped again, As all farmers know, these 
sharp changes in food contracts have 
caused serious dislocation in farm pro- 
duce markets — hence the subject, 
“Wanted — New Markets,” for Farm 
Forum discussion on January 8th. 

All forums reporting agree that we 
should hold the export markets that 
we have, if possible. The Old Country 
market has always been very import- 
ant to the Canadian farmer and will be 
in future. We should develop the home 
market aS much as possible by pro- 
ducing quality goods, advertising ex- 
tensively and attractively and packag- 
ing conveniently.

'Deloro Smelting 
Vitai Part Canada’s 
Cobalt Recovery 


DELORO A mining company that 
does no mining is still making money 
in this eastern Ontario village. Not 
one chunk of ore does it move out of 
the ground, but the company contin- 
ues to flourish, It is the Deloro Smelt- 
ing and Refining Co., owned by M. J. 
O'Brien Ltd., and is Canada’s only 
producer of cobalt and arsenic for con- 
sumption in this country. 

For 44 years, the company, which at 
one time owned Canada’s first cyanide 
gold mine, has been operating. It was 
built about 1908, in the early days of 
Ontario’s Cobalt silver camp. 

Then, high grade silver and silver 
cobalt concentrates were shipped to 
the United States’for smelting. In- 
creasing tonnage from the M. J. 
O'Brien operations at Cobalt and other 
large producers brought about the 
building of an eastern Ontario smelter. 
Once Gold Mine Venture 

The old brick arsenic chambers used 
years ago in a gold mine venture at 
the turn of the century formed the 
groundwork of the present $3,000,000 
smelter. 

By 1910, the company grew into the 
world’s largest source of cobalt metal, 
but in 1925, after discoveries of cobalt 
in the Belgian Congo outstripped 
Canadian production, the smelter fold- 
‘ed up. 

Throughout the two world wars, the 
plant was the sole refiner of cobalt 


ing-time. It is sometimes advisable| metal in Allied hands, and it is now

Cobalt and its compounds and al- 
loys are used in television, radio and 
communications, and in stellite, the 
company’s alloy used in facing rods, 
cutting metals, turbine blades for jet 
engines ‘and other items. 

To Hastings County, the plant 
means a place tg work. Two hund- 
red and fifty are employed there, and 
the $750,000 annual payroll has an im- 
mense effect on the rest of the area, 
essentially a farming community. 

This big payroll assists four other 
yillages besides Deloro, which is a 
company town, and where heated 
house rent is from $10 to $19 monthly.

Classed as an oil seed crop, sunflow- 
ers are chiefly grown in southern 
Manitoba and in 1949 the total acreage 
in Canada was reported as 60,000 
acres. Due to the late spring and flood 
conditions in southern Manitoba in 
1950, the acreage sown to sunflowers 
was only 23,000 acres last year.
